>I have an old Dentron GLA-1000B HF amplifier (80-10M, about 600W out) that 
>uses four 6LQ6 tubes. The tubes are very expensive and hard to find nowadays. 
>I discovered the tubes were all in different condition, two of the four being 
>really dead (one tube had zero emission, even tho the filament lit, a condition 
>I still haven't been able to fathom). 

> 

>I received a flyer from Antique Electronic Supply offering a sale price on 
>31L06 tubes, $4.50 each. The tubes I received are "ECG" brand, altho they 
>don't have a brand logo on the tube envelope itself. They are packaged in 
>white non-logo boxes, but are new. I substituted four of these tubes for the 
>6LQ6's originally in the Dentron, and rewired the filaments for series 
>operation, using the 117VAC mains in series with the 6.3VAC filament winding, 
>giving me about 124VAC. This makes the filaments "hot" with respect to the AC 
>mains, although the only side-effect of the change was some RF getting back 
>into the AC mains, which I cured with some bypass capacitors (the filament- 
>to-heater capacitance is a few pF, so there is a non-zero amount of coupling 
>that would normally be absorbed by the filament transformer inductance) . 

> 

>I think this kind of mod would work with other similar amps using the 6LQ6, 


>and might offer an alternative to get the amps back on the air at lower cost. 
>I think the Antique Electronic Supply sale goes on thru the end of the year. 
> 

>If you do this mod, label the amp's internals carefully, so some future 
>unsuspecting owner doesn't blow up a set of 6LQ6's!!! Also, recheck your 
>wiring carefully before plugging in the tubes, so you don't cook some of 
>your 31LQ6's. Finally, if you run your amp from 220V (as I do), you can 

>get 117V easily from half the transformer primary winding (the transformer 
>has two primary windings, in series for 220V operation). Again, don't presume 
>that a subsequent owner wouldn't change the primary wiring, so do the mod 
>with care (as to where you grab the 117V).

Hi again folks: 


The GSB-100 was for a while a fairly popular transmitter. Although a 
bit anemic in the power department, it had several things going for it. 

For one, it could emit RF in many different modes: CW, AM, SSB, and 
PM. For another, it had the reputation of having excellent audio (which 
I can tell you is true). It also had a pretty good VFO that settled 
down within just a few minutes of being turned on. It also had a power 
transformer which was probably too small for the job, but that's just 
conjecture on my part. 


Anyway, there were several design changes made over the production life 
of the GSB-100 and I'm interested in pinning down a bit of the cronology 
of these. If you have one of these or had one of these and remember 
details about it, please take a few moments to answer the following 
questions: 


1. Does the front panel band silkscreen indicate 11M as an option for 
the 1st 10M position? If yes, does your dial drum have 11M 
calibrations? 


2. Look inside at the matched pair of audio transformers in the 
balanced modulator. Are both attached flat to the chassis or is one 


mounted at 90 degrees on a bracket that attaches to the chassis? 


3. Do any of the tubes have a Gonset logo? If yes what are they and 


what are the production date codes on them? 


3a. If you can detect date codes on any other compoents, like paper 
caps, electrolytic caps, the meter, etc, what are they? 


Note on date codes: A typical date code will be of the form YYWW where 
YY is the year of manufacture (58, 59, etc) and WW is the week of the 
year (in the range of 01 to 52). Sometimes there may be codes of the 
form YYDDD, where DDD is the day of the year of manufacture. 


4. Look at the underside of the case. Are there cooling louvers or is 
the underside unvented? 


5. Does your unit have its original power transformer? 


6. If you can find a serial number on the rear of the chassis, ink 
stamped, engraved, whatever, what is it? 


7. As long as you are looking at the rear of the unit, is their a 
double Fahnstock clip holding a pair of Allen wrenches attached to one 
of the rear case-to-chassis screws? 


Thanks in advance for your help. If you are trying to get one of these 
back on the air and don't mind unasked for advice on how to do it, just 


let me know. I've got plenty of it. :-)

I have taken the precaution of using a voltage reducer (Thanks, Roy Morgan!) 
to lower my 122V line voltage to 115 to run the beast. Hopefully, this may 
increase the life of the tubes. 


Any noise implications from removing the tube shields?
